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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 2/10/03 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each reference listed that is not in the English language. It has 
been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 



Drawings 

The formal drawings were received on 2/21/02. These drawings are accepted. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5, 8-19, 22, 25, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by "Digital Film Mastering" by Huther et al. 

FIG. 3 of Huther shows a system including an optical scanner (film scanner) for scanning 
a motion picture film (film reels) and generating a digital data file (film data), a system

component (postproduction and mastering station) providing an interface to a plurality of 
processing files, located in the format converter shown in FIG. 8, capable of converting the 
digital data file into a corresponding plurality of imagery products (see page 863, column 1, lines 
13-28), and a processor (format converter) for accessing a selected processing file to generate a 
particular imagery product. The processor is able to generate any of a plurality of particular 
imagery products without having to rescan the film (page 859, col. 2 last paragraph - col. 3 
paragraph 3), and being accessible over a network (WAN access). Also taught by Huther, is the 
use of a file format that would contain source data and data necessary for spatial resampling etc. 
("header" see page 861 col. 3 first paragraph). The system of Huther further shows a storage 
device (data tape archive) for storing the digital data file. Huther also teaches of using a file 
format including an image element (film data) and a processing element (format converter). 
Referring specifically to claims 1-5, 10-14, and 17, the above described structure and 

function of the system and file format of Huther would inherently lead to the method steps 

recited in these claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the : pno, «rt are 
sS that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invent.on was made to a per on 
halg ordinal sS in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negat.ved by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6, 7, 20, 21, 23 5 24, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 



unpatentable over Huther. 
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-Huther, applied as above, does not explicitly teach the step of specifically compressing 
the digital data file, but it does disclose that the transfer station, at which the digital data file 
arrives before it is archived, may be used to preprocess the data by way of format conversion 

862 col. 1 first paragraph). Since one of the concerns 



(see page 861 col. 3 final paragraph - page 
of Huther about the system is minimizing the space needed for storage of the digital data files 
(page 863 col. 2 final paragraph), it would have been obvious to convert the digital data into well 
known compressed format, such as JPEG-2000 lossless wavelet compression, as an art 
recognized method of minimizing requisite storage space. 

Further, while Huther recognizes the importance of using a single file format including 
source data and data for spatially resampling and colorimetrically processing the digital data file, 
it does not teach of a specific format that should be used. However, it would have been obvious 
to use a well known file format that would allow the digital data file to include this information, 
such as the standard SMPTE 268M-1994 as an art recognized specific embodiment of the 
broader file format described by Huther.
